Five days ago Tito, the Yugoslav 
premier, said it was possible 
Archbishop Stepinatz might in the 
future be removed from Lepoglava, 
where he is incarcerated following 
his conviction on charges of being 
a war criminal, and that he might 
be sent to a monastery within this 
country, or, possibly, be permitted 
to leave Yugoslavia if it were 
judged useful to the national in- 
terest.

I remember lying in bed one 
night and thinking how good it 
was to be alive and to be safe 
again; how good it was to be one 
of'the lucky ones. Many of my 
friends had not been so lucky. 

They were among those killed 
or maimed by war. . 

My luck had held through 36 
months of the last war-and four 
months of this one, without a 
_ scratch. I was glad it was all 


over. I kept thinking of Charles 
Rosecranz, the little .photogra- 
pher we all knew as “Rosie.” 

Rosie was a wonderful little 
guy. He was the kind who al- 
ways was doing something for 
his friends—producing a can of 
beer when beer was impossible 
to find, or sitting in his under- 
shirt and shorts playing a piano 
by the hour just for the pleasure 
of those around him. 

We all loved Rosie, but our 
love couldn’t shield him when a 
plane exploded as he was re- 
turning to the war from Japan. 

Someone said of Rosie, “All 
of us owed a ‘little something to 
Rosie which we could never re- 
pay,” but Rosie was gone and I 
was glad that the war was over 
and that no one else would be 
snatched away as Rosie was. 
When a friend dies, a little of 
you dies with him. 

All this was past now because 
the war was over. That was 
what I thought until the morn- 
ing the news came that the 
Chinese Reds were in the war.

NEW YORK, Nov. —Henry 
A. Wallace, who resigned recently 
as head of the Progressive Party 
when it refused to support his 
condemnation of Russian aggres- 
sion in Korea, called Sunday night 
on the United States to increase 
its armed strength “as fast as pos- 
sible’ until Russia and Red China 
give “concrete evidence” they are 
interested in a specific and not a 
propaganda program for peace.

(4?)—Murder of 11 Americans and 
three South Korean soldiers by 
the Korean Reds was disclosed 
Sunday by an American survivor. 

The survivor was identified as 
Cpl. William Milano of Philadel- 
phia, Pa. Wounded in the hand, 
he has been sent to a rear hos- 
pital for treatment. This was his 
story: 

The Americans and South Ko- 
reans, on a reconnaissance patrol, 
were ambushed and captured. 

North Koreans treated the cap- 
tives well at first, binding 
wounds of several. The prisoners 
were given four apples each and 
told they would be questioned 
the next morning. Their clothing 
was taken and they were given 
North Korean uniforms. 

The group then was marched up 
a hillside in the dusk. Part way 
up the hill they were ordered to 
halt. 

The Reds then machine-gunned 
them from behind.

On the Increase 


Nearly all Americans are willing to 
fight for the free ballot, but less than half 
are willing to use it. 


Though last week's election brought out 
the biggest off-year vote in history, there 
aré indications that government by minor- 
ity is reaching disturbing proportions. 


The free ballot, and its use, is the peo- 

lé’s weapon against corrupt government. 
t is a bulwark against totalitarian rule. 
Political machines thrive on voter apathy. 
The political bosses have ways of sending 
their own followers to the polls. If the 
general public is not interested enough to 
vote the machine is certain to gain or re- 
tain control. 


In Georgia nearly every election sees a 
small percentage of registered voters, and 
an even smaller percentage of potential 
voters exercise their franchise. 


Approximately 300,000 Georgians voted in 
last week's election. ‘ While a general glec- 
tion always assumes secondary ‘importance 
in this State, where the Democratic pri- 
mary really names officials, the issues 
last week were of grave importance. But 
only about 25 per cent of the registered 
voters turned out. And only a little more 
than half the State's potential voters are 
registered. Approximately 2,200,000 Geor- 
gians are of voting age, but less than 1,300.- 
000 are qualified. Even in the Democratic 
primary last June less than half of those 
registered went to the polls. 


Nationally, the picture also is bad. Last 
Tuesday's record off-vear vote saw only 
about 41 per cent of potential voters go to 
the polls. 


The disturbing factor is that the pro- 
portion of potential voters who actually 
cast a vote has been going down steadily 
in recent years. The Census Bureau re- 
ports that the highest ratio of voters to 
potential voters was reached in 1916 when 
70.8 per cent of those over majority age 
exercised their franchise. In 1948 only 51.5 
per cent voted. 


Such a situation is encouraging to pres- 
sure groups and political machines. 

It is not enough to fight for democracy. 
It is just as important to vote for it.

His home 
city of Detroit, where he is traffic court 
judge, has attracted nation-wide attention 
by cutting traffic deaths and injuries by 
more than 90 per cent. 


Few, if anv, escape the penalty in De- 
troit. The old policy of being tough on 
drunken drivers has been extended to other 
violators. It applies to all alike and be- 
cause there is no favoritism the public 
heartily applauds the new attitude.

Speaks Up for an 
Enlightened Vote 


The Cairo Messenger reports, in its account 
of last week's election, that “Jack Tarver, At- 
lanta Constitution writer, received one vote in 

the Cairo District but this was not counted due to the fact that 
the voter scratched both the names of Herman Talmadge for 
Governor and Marvin Griffin for Lieutenant Governor. Evidently 
the party who so honored Tarver was under the impression that 
he had the ability te hold both places, or that either one or the 
other office should be abolished.” 


Where do they get off, not counting my vote? The 


one that was cast for me, I mean. 


That's the sort of thing that discourages honest citizens from 
getting involved in politics, thet and the class of people you have 
to associate with to stay in office and out of jail. 


Not that I have any ambition, if one may use the word 
loosely, to be Governor of Georgia. I haven't even got the 
first prerequisite, a friend in the road-building business. 


It’s just that I think that if a man gets a vote for Governor. 
it ought to be duly counted and reported to the Secretary of 
State's office, particularly if it's in a county other than the one 
in which he is registered. 


Having no friends, relatives or creditors in Cairo, I 
can't imagine who cast the vote so arbitrarily discarded.

- significance to this action. But just for 
the records, we will report that the gentleman who called this 
meeting and was its self-appointed presiding officer is on the 
Talmadge administration’s State payroll. Other State employes 
likewise were working for passage of the amendment. The word- 
age of the “Republican” resolution—and of a statement made 
later—sounded very familiar to that of handouts from the head- 
quarters of the “State Democratic Party.” 

The mixing of Republican and Democratic politics in this 
one-party State isn’t mnusual, however.

Earthworms as 


Land Builders 


Most farmers who keep up with the new 
: wrinkles in the realm of agriculture must have 
vende wondered about the possibilities of earthworms 
as fertilizing and land-building mediums. I, personally, have 
pondered the question at intervals and have often considered the 
possibilities of setting up an earthworm project here at Yellow 
River for the purpose of reintroducing the worms to parts of our 
farm where they had gone out under the old system of land 
mining. 
But, like many other ideas that seem to have merit, we didn't 
get around to actually creating the worm project. It’s that way 
on a farm, you don't get around to doing the things you'd like to do. 


Earthworm Important I know, as other farmers know, 

that even back in the days of 
Charles Darwin, the earthworm was important, and that in decent 
land the worm population amounted to considerable tonnage. 
Something like 50 tons to the acre, Darwin estimated. We knew. 
also, that worms have the capacity to transform ordinary soil 
into wonderfully rich soil if they are given the right materials to 
eat, to digest, and pass through their bodies. Various worm pro- 
ducers have brought this fact forcibly to our attention. 


Some producers manufacture and sell a type of food that 
stimulates the development of worms. They sell the worms, too, 
as a foundation herd, as it were, and they ship the worms in this 
wonderful humus the worms have made from the things they have 
been given to eat. This practice (and it seems to be general) of 
using special materials as worm food is one of the factors that 
deterred us from establishing our own worm factory. This and 
the fact that the organic fellows (those who believe in using nat- 
ural fertilizers, only) had assured us that the fertilizers we were 
using were killing off the worm poemilation (if any remained) and 
that there was no use reintroducing worms by hand where they 
couldn't live anyway. 


Matter of Diet Well, it nOW appears that this isn’t neces- 
sarily so. The determining factor seems to 
be a matter of diet. Worms need food, just as you and I° Like- 
wise, they need protection: This means that the soil they live in 
must be covered up in something eatable throughout the year. 


My co-worker, Volley Parr, had observed the substantial in- 
crease in earthworms in our fields that have been covered up in 
year-round forage crops for the past five years. In these fields 
we have used super phosphate, muriate of potash, and various 
forms of commercial nitrogen. Perhaps the worm population 


. would be still greater if we had used composts, natural phosphates, 


natural potash, and natural forms of nitrogen. But the fact that 
worms can get along under the usual fertilizer practices, if they

Nobody could have planned the exotic contrasts they are 


serving tourists these days in North Africa 


.'. . they simply had 


to evolve from time and need and weather and nature, mellowing

the rest of the world. 


I have revised my idea of the Casbah, as they say everybody 
does after a few pungent steps into its covered canyon of living. 
Even for Charles Boyer, I would not keep an appointment there 


«+. but I would not have missed it for a passe] of Holy Fezes either. 


It is dark, dank, smelly, winding narrowly upward, stretching 

for miles from the heart of the city, a crevasse between old build- 

_ ings so close together there is barely room to pass at street level, 

and coming together at the first floor, shutting out sunlight. People 

have lived in the Casbah since the days of Byzantium and it does 

not look as if anything has been changed. Barbary pirates tied 

their slaves to the galley at the harbor and fled to the Casbah to 

hide, bringing their stolen tiles and bronzes to install them in the 

walls of old square rocks, where one can find them now, with 
@ lighted match and a guide. 


There is no plumbing, no sanitation, though the French are 
quick to tell you the streets are hosed down each night, and the 
odor of the section, like the pungence of the souks (markets) in 
Fez and Marrakech, are unforgettable. 


Children play there, darting in and out of the dark holes in 
the wall, and old people sit stolidly, looking at passersby, with 
straight, impassive glances, and women shoulder past quietly, their 
faces veiled, their eyes brooding and mysterigus. 

Modern Algerians, who have a hustling, business-like attitude 
toward life and property, have mixed feelings toward the Casbah. 
They know it is exportable, for exactly such safaris as this one, 
but they wish they did not have to face it quite so often. It is 
a taunting reminder of how much there is still to be done here 
where they have built macadam roads, installed telephones, pro- 
vided electricity, terraced and irrigated rolling hills until they are 
green with fruit and olives. 

There is a flavor here something like the oversweet rose- 
perfumed candy, dipped in powdered sugar, but it is only a momen- 
tary taste. The memory of Algiers is fresh and inviting, and a 
place to return. 


Commercial Note—A conversation in Oran went like this: 

“Allo! Scarlett Street?” 

“No ... Peachtree Street—Scarlett O’Hara.” 

“Oui! Gone With the Wind! Coca-Cola!” 

Coca-Cola has nosed out the other legends about Georgia here 
where there is hardly a street corner that does not bear a sign 
with that impish-faced little Coke boy offering a bottle of Atlanta's 
big business. The Arabic word, shocking at first, looks like a long 
hissed yessssss. 

We drank Coca-Cola toasts, and when I visited the smart new 
bottling plant in Oran with M. Elophe and Knut E. Robsahm, of 
Casablanca, Coca-Cola executives here, they were delighted when 
I said it tasted just like home. “Ah yes,” they nodded. “Standard! 
Standard!” 

The flurry of government resistance to the sale of Coca-Cola 
in French territory probably added to its sales. The French do 
not like restrictions. They tell now that it was whispered that Coke 
was off limits for a while, and that Algerians and Moroccans merely 
smiled, “Coke—forbidden? Then let us have a bottle!” 

Another commercial note: In Oran and again in Algiers men 
signed my menus, as souvenirs, with familiar ball point pens. They 
were both marked Scripto.

There’s an old Spanish 
proverb which says that 
four persons are wanted to 
make a good salad: a spend- 
thrift for oil, a miser for 
vinegar, a counsellor for 
seasoning and a madam to 
stir it all up. Salad lovers 
might take heed of such 
wisdom and add a French 

ost script: every man to 
Fis taste! 

Taste in salads, whether due 
to seasonings or ingredients 
themselves, can be as varied as 
the temperature, but for taste- 
teasing salad, basic ingredients 
of good quality, plus imagina- 
tion, should be of first consid- 
eration. 


A “mere man” with a flare 
for cooking, movie and televi- 
sion star Conrad Nagel, demon- 
strated to me in New York just 
how a truly perfect green salad

CONRAD NAGEL’S TOSSED 
GREEN SALAD 


(Ingredients for serving 1) 
head lettuce 
coddled ess 
cups croutons

In the words of Mr. Nagel 
here’s how to go about the mix- 
ing. “The stellar role is played 
by the coddled egg. A’ raw egg 
never ‘sets’ the dressing on the 
greens evenly and smoothly, and 
what’s more, a raw egg tastes 
like nothing but raw egg! So, 
MUST NO. 1: coddle (soft boil) 
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the egg for exactly one minute, 
then chill it. 


“MUST NO. 2 is good lettuce. 
The important thing is to have 
Jjt clean and very dry (towelled 
or shaken dry) and so cold that 
it ‘cracks.’ I wrap the'lettuce in 
dry towels and place it close to 


the refrigerator unit... the let- ~ 


tuce should 
break it. 

“While you are chilling in- 
gredients for the salad don’t 
forget the serving plates. You 
can ruin your results if you 
use tepid plates. 

“MUST NO. 3 is croutons— 
three-quarter-inch cubes of 
bread toasted or deep-fat fried 
(which is the way I prefer). 

“Anchovies, (drained) are my 
chaice, but bacon can be a good 
substitute. ° 

“Garlic? Sure, but not too 
much. A clove rubbed on the 
salad bowl doesn’t count if 
someone says he or she coesn’t 
like garlic. If salad eaters are 
of two minds, just use two 
bowls, mixing one batch with 
garlic, the other without, but, 
mind you, rub both bowls. 

“When a salad is properly 
mixed one needs elbow room— 
for the ingredients and for one- 
self, so MUST NO: 4, use a bowl 
big enough to enable a complete 
‘lifting and turning’ of every in- 
gredient. 

“What kind of salad dressing? 
French dressing of course—the 
very best you can make or buy 
doctored according to taste with 
extra dry mustard, a little Wor- 
cestershire. Whatever dressing 
you like, be sure it is tart. And 
for MUST NO. 5 use plenty of 
dressing—croutons soak up a lot 
of it. , 

“Now put the ingredients to- 
gether: 1. Break the lettuce in 
pieces (don’t cut lettuce) and 
put in the bow]; 2. add ¢croutons; 

add anchovies or bacon; 
4. adda a big shaking of mono- 
sodium glutemate because this 
will really bring out the good 
flavors: 5. break the coddled 
egg over the lettuce; 6. pour 
a liberal quantity of dressing 
over all ingredients and lastly 
add the cheese. (In the event 
that you have doubled or tripled 
this recipe the ingredients can 
be ‘layered’ in the exact rota- 
tion I’ve listed until ingredients 
are all used up). 

“Very gently lift and turn 
your salad until every particle

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DR. BRADY 
Psychiatrists 
Trustworthy 
Despite Gibes 


The psychiatrist’s office 
is often depicted as con- 
taining a couch upon which 
a very confused individual 
lies while the psychiatrist 
asks silly questions. The 
psychiatrist is pictured as a 
sort of Svengali—a mysteri- 
ous and somewhat menac- 
ing person—usually appear- 
ae as confused as the pa- 

ent. 


At any rate, some persons 
resist their physician's advice 
to consult a psychiatrist—with 
the apparent feeling that in so 
doing they are admitting that 
they are mentally deranged. 
As a matter of fact, there are 
many personality disorders of 
temporary and slight degree, 
which have nothing to do with 
mental derargement, which a 
trained psychiatrist can manage 
much more efficiently than the 
general physician. 


A visit to a psychiatrist does 
not mean that the patient is 
“wacky.” And many psychi- 
atrists have no couches in their 
offices. 


“Truth serum,” despite the 
cartoonists, is not a serum at 
all. Rather it is a name given 
by newspaper men to a common 
drug which ‘reduces a person’s 
caution in speaking. This drug 
has been used largely in the 
past and to a lesser extent to- 
day, as a preliminary measure 
to gentral anesthesia. It is 
rarely, if ever, used today by 
psychiatrists for diagnostic pur- 
poses. 

One of the barbiturate group 
of drugs is currently employed 
by psychiatrists in an effort to 
release the strong disinclination 
to talk which many depressed 
patients exhibit. A small 
amount of this drug injected in- 
to a blood vessel may produce a 
somewhat dreamy state in 
which the patient loses some 
of his overpowering reticence. 
He may thus reveal an incident 
or experience of which he 
would otherwise never speak. 
This precedure merely acts as a 
short cut or time-saver. Isgci- 
dentally, it is a hospital and 
not an offite procedure. 


In any case it is well to re- 
member that one’s mistakes, 
weaknesses, sins or’ crimes re- 
main absolutely secret if they 
become known or are confessed 
to the psychiatrist in the course 
of a consultation or an intere 
view. For that matter, the same 
secrecy binds the general phy- 
sician not to divulge anything 
of this kind learned in his pro- 
fessional capacity. In this re- 
spect the confessional and the 
consulting room are alike.

Georgia's Baptists will be in the spotlight as they hold 
the 129th annual session of the Baptist State Convention at 


Savannah for three days, beginning Tuesday. 


Of the 14,000,000 Baptists in the 
United States of all branches at 
least 1,250000 are enrolled as 
members of that denomination in 
Georgia, with an increase of more 
than 30,000 expected this year. In 
America there are 23‘xroups of 
Baptists. Southern Baptists are 
recognized as the most evangeli- 
cal and are now enjoying a more 
rapid growth than any cther de- 
nomination. For Georgia to have 
1,250,000 persons professing affili- 
ation with a great group of re- 
ligionists, with a more-or-less 
common idea and purpose, con- 
stitutes an immense potential 
power for good. 

Georgia plists don't know 
their strength. Baptists in Georgia 
have made an immense contribu- 
tion to the state’s progress. Bap- 
tists will have a great deal to do 
with what happens in the days to 
come. 

It -is also true that Baptists 
have made their contribution to 
whatever of backwardness is 
found in Georgia. A Gainesville 
pastor writes, “We Baptists are 
in the woods; but we are coming 
out.” That's a fine statement. 
Some professedly religious folks 
won't admit that they have ever 
been in the woods; so, cf course, 
make no effort to get out.
